Itis very eusy, Sir, 
to make arbitrary rules for special pur , but Mr. Cossham appears to have been 
under no such restraint when he attacked your numerous correspondents, many of 
whom do not append their names to their productions, and it is now too late for him 
to shield himself from just indignation by such a s! subterfuge.

Sir,—Though ‘* Observer’s”’ letter, in your Journal of August 25, has till now re- 
mained unanswered, it has not remained unobserved; it looks more like the City 
than Birmingham or Sheffield manufacture.

GOLD IN ENGLAND. 


Sin,—Although I am but novus homo in experimental chepfistrypas well as an ama- 
teur, and my opinion, therefore, is but little worth when compared with that of many 
of your scientific correspondents, I hail with pleasure the revival of this question in 
youn Journal, as a candid and impartiai investigation of its merits will, I am con- 
vinced, open a track which will conduct to grand results. Nor can I withhold my 
humble tribute of commendation from the Caegwian Mining Company, for prosecuting 
this question with the modest energy which Mr. Balcombe’s letters breathe, and amid 
‘evil report and good report,” though the former, I fear, sadly preponderates. 

In share speculations and their fluctuations I am a greater novice than I am in the 





fore it is not for me to call in question the motives which induce the Caegwian Com- 


reports (for as such they must be considered) as a careful index of results modestly 
put forth, and in most cases, with collateral evidence in support of any circumstance 
noted as a fact, they appear to be entitled to the fullest confidence, and to merit the 
thanks of the many, who are more quietly pursuing the means towards unravelling 
the difficulties hitherto attendant upon this speculative theory. 

The existence of the precious meta! in this country has long since been considered 
as within the category of facts; the modus operandi, so as to make its working pro- 
fitable in a commercial point of view, is yet in darkness. Now, I am one of those who 


cbines ; in fact, in the majority of cases, where small quantities of ore were tested, I 
am not satisfied but that the results as given were not thoroughly genuine ; at least, 
they certainly directed the minds of scientific men to study the law of the distribution 
of gold geologically, as well as the best means for its development and extraction, 

At present, however, such machines do not appear to warrant the faintest hope of 
success from the mercurial treatment of gold as existing in the matrix of this country ; 
and whatever may be the result of the intended gold smelting operations, I am fanatic 
enough to believe that the time will come when England, asa producing country, Will 
take her modest stand by the side of her more auriferous daughter, Australia. Though 
I believe in the truth of this ‘* good time coming,” I am prepared, and so must others 
be, to adopt the burden of the song, and “ wait a little longer.” 

The process patented by Mr. Low appears to me to be, at least, a movement in the 
right direction. The gold exists, and Science should be able to effect its extraction. 
I fancy his must be the dry process of analysis, brought to bear upon a lurge scale, 
and the reduction of the quartz by means of a flux to a fluid state, 
be correct, it is very possible that difficulties will even here beset the patentee, and 
that his first efforts may be frustrated by and from a source quite unexpected. 

Should this prove to be the case, to discover so important a tact without endeavour- 
ing to find a rational explanation of it, would be utterly at variance with the spirit of 
investigation in which Englishmen glory, and therefore I would venture to cheer Mr. 
Low with the hope of some eventual discovery of importance, when difficulties, at 
present incomprehensible, shall have given way to his unflinching perseverance. ‘The 
profitable nature of the results in this case is beyond calculation,

Sthk,—Not receiving your Journal of Aug. 25, I was prevented from seeing the re- 
marks of your anonymous correspondents, ** A Miner” (St. Austell), and ** A Share- 
holder,” on the Great Dowgas district. I now, however, pass them unnoticed, fur- 
ther than remarking that Capt. Floyd is a particular friend of mine, and I wish him 
and the adventurers eVery success in the undertaking, but no fricndship would pre- 
vent my remarking on any man’s report, if I thought it too highly coloured. 

I advocate that all mining prospectuses should be brought out on sound bases, but 
the great misfortune of the age is that really honest reports will not now pass with 
eight-tenths of the mining speculators ; they must have agents who are capable of 
letting off a flash in the pan once a month, to keep shares in a constant move from 
hand to hand, until the bubble bursts, when the unwary find themselves duped, and 
then they rail against mining, as a bad investment. Mr. Evan Hopkins never wrote 
more truthful, nor better to the purpose, than in his letter in your Journal of Aug. 
25, and which should be carefully perused by every one interested in mining. No- 
thing will prevent me making what I believe to be true remarks, if for public good. 

I sincerely wish Dowgas may prove a new copper district, and if the parties tind 
any foreign minerals, as a matter of course they should save them, as I said before, 
considering it a windfall—never attempting to insinuate that there was nothing 
wanted but the machinery to make it « dividend-paying mine, I contend that nickel 
and cobalt are not likely to be found in sufficient quantities to remunerate the share- 
holders; and that none of these foreign substances, so often shown up to suit the 
times, have ever paid one-half the expense of production. If it turn out a copper 
district it is all the better, but they should look for tin. 

I notice that ** Old Miner” challenges even the production of the names of those 
mines from whence gray copper ore was formerly thrown into the Atlantic, or the 
site-of the hedges where such ore is to be found. I futher state, that I am not so 
bigoted to the old school as to discard all belief that we are living in an age of im- 
provement, but we should endeavour to use that improvement for the benefit and 
advantage of the community at large, never allowing the few to prey upon those who 
are willing to spend their capital freely in the common cause. To conclude this sub- 
ject, I challenge the Dowgas committee, or any one connected with the mine, to show 
that I ever solicited them to employ me to examine the mine, either directly or indi- 
rectly, or in any way communicated with any one connected with the mine, This 
shows the nefarious acts anonymous writers can be guilty of. 

I saw the remarks in the Journal of last week respecting Lady Bertha Mine. I 
had not the slightest idea that I had said anything to injure the character of the mine; 
I said what I conscientiously believed to be correct. As far as the mine goes, she is 
a fair speculation. I made no remark on the honesty or integrity of the legitimate 
shareholders,— Wiveliscombe, Sept, 4.

THE SHARP TOR DISTRICT, AND Mx. ENNOR. 


Sin,—In reply to Mt. Ennor’s remarks, contained in your last week’s Journal, 1 
beg to acquaint him that, although be worked in Phanix Mine upwards of twenty 
years since, it was not possible that he could have then known anything about the 
groaned or its direction at Sharp Tor, because the surface at that time had nowhere 

en broken ; and, if my information is correct, he has never inspected it, hence his 
ignorance and errors respecting the capabilities of Sharp Tor sett. As to my igno- 
rance of the character of elvan, I beg to refer him to Capt. Charles Thomas's defini- 
tion of the productive character of mineral rocks, which appeared in your Journal of 
Oct. 14th, 1845, and which will, I think, bear out my remarks as regards the descrip- 
tion of the elvan at Sharp Tor. He says “‘ rocks of every kind containing a large pro- 
portion of felspar indicate the presence of yellow copper ore, provided the lodes tra- 
versing them are of a fair size and suitable direction. Rocks of that character in- 
crease in productiveness as the fracture becomes rough and uneven; it is especially 
the presence of felspar in large proportions that characterises the rocks throughout 
Devon and Cornwall, where large deposits of copper ore have been found.” ere~ 
fore, I think, it will be seen that Capt. Thomas, who is a wide awake miner, and a 
much better pore | in such matters than Mr. Ennor, has no objection to an elvan, 
even if it does contain a large quantity of felspar; neither will the Sharp Tor pro- 
prietors, I think, object to it, because it is a good feature in their concern. And Mr. 
Ennor himself, when writing on the “ Earth’s Natural Laws” (No. 2) says, ‘* We have 
undeniable evidence of the earth containing three distinct classes of veins or lodes : 
the third class is the elvan, which is a hard dense lode, containing quartz in small 
crystals, often mixed with hornblende, lime, or felspar; they are seldom porous, and 
contain little or no mineral to value, although they are generally thought to have a 
tendency to cause mineral-bearing lodes to be more productive when in contact.” 
And in Mr, Hopkins’s work, which Mr. Ennor says is the best in print, I find the 
following, in page 40:—‘‘The metalliferous parts of Cornwall have a porphyritic 
granite, which on the surface is partially decomposed, forming patches of the same 
substance ; the intermediate = is called el van, being a fine grain porphyry ;” and 
in pese 38, in giving a description of porphyry, he states it to be * felspar in excess 
with crystals of felspar ia a base, and fclspar in general constitutes by far the great- 
est part of granite,” It will, therefore, be observed, I think, that an elvan contain- 
ing a quantity of felspar is not so objectionable, after all, as the invincible Quarry 
Agent would have it to be ; and I would add that I am of opinion, if Mr. Ennor had 
inspected Sharp Tor, he would not have written in such terms respecting it. 

However, leaving Sharp Tor for the present, I now ask Mr, Ennor, as be has told 
the public that he worked in Pheonix Mine, bow far from the engine-shaftjthe junc- 
tion of the killas and granite occurs at that mine, and whether the ground is thesame 
kind on both sides of the lode at the shaft; the dip and direction of the killas; at 
what angle does the lode underlay; how far from the eng:ne-shaft is the cross- 
course, OF cross-cou! which way do they underlay, and how much per fathom ; 
what are they com of? 

To conclude, I may as well tell Mr. Ennir, that with all his boasted knowledge of 
trap, greenstone, and quartz, and the curr ents shifting around Caradon Hill, to suit 
his theory, that I am not to be intimidaed by him, but shall, whenever I imagine 
him to be wrong, and condemning good and private speculations without first in- 
specting them, tell him of it, if permitted to do so, through your Journal.

PORTHLEVEN HARBOUR. 


Sin,—In or about the year 1815 an Act of Parliament was obtained by a company, 
who styled themselves the Porthleven Harbour Company, for making this place a 
harbour of refuge on the south coast, They immediately proceeded to build wharves 
and a pier, and to clear out a large area of mud land, which they soon accomplished, 
at an expense of about 80,0007. They also purchased about 30 acres of the adjacent 
lands, that they might have space for further improvement, and to build houses, &c. 
A harbour has, indeed, been made, but not for refuge, for little safety is afforded to 
vessels in distress for want of a breakwater. If this were provided, it would become 
valuable as a place of resort in storms for all vessels having occasion to go to or pass 
Mount’s Bay, in which it is situate. The <listance of Porthieven from Helston is two 
miles and a half. About a mile and a half south of Porthleven is the Loe Pool, so well

He then declined business, and 
the trade was suspended till the enterprising Mr. F, Pryor, of Redruth, purchased the 
harbour, aout three years ago, when he resumed the trade, and kept it on till the 
Messrs. Harvey and Co., of Hayle, became the purchasers, about three months ago. 
They will carry on the trade with more vigour than it has ever been carried on at the 
place, having more capital, and better qualifications for it. The property, which 
originally cost about 90,000/., they uired for 70002, 

The supplies to Wheal Vor, United Mines, and other mines in the neighbourhood, 
in which Messrs, Harvey have a large intcrest, will be from this port. Wheal Vor is 
three miles north of it, and has been a great nuisance to the harbour, on account of 
the enormous quantity of mud and sand which the metallurgical operations have sent 
down the stream, which has its exit in that harbour. The company are liable to 
damages of a heavy amount for tbe injury occasioned by this means, and I suppose 
they would rather pay the expense of a correction of the evil than incur the risk of 
an action at law. The Messrs. Harvey, viewing with regret the damage done by such 
accumulation of sand, have had the place surveyed by a surveyor of Truro, with a 
view to an effective check to the evil, and to a material improvement of the harbour, 
I hear that it is intended to construct a culvert to convey the sand into the sea, be- 
hind the pier ; also to deepen the harbour by a removal of the sand deposited as afore- 
said, to erect inside the jetties a wall, and to have “gates,” so that vessels may 
ride in safety. If in addition to these things a breakwater could be provided, the 
place would be perfect; buta breakwater should be a national work. I sincerely 
wish the Messrs, Harvey success in their undertaking. . M.

NING IN THE KESWICK DISTRICT—EAST GOLDSCOPE. 


Sir,—I have noticed in your Journal, for the last three weeks, reports on what the 
writer is pleased to call the East Goldscope Mine, but which is known in this locality 
by the name of the Ellers Mine: which reports are pregnant with misrepresentations, 
and arein every way cal ted islead an pecting public; I beg, therefore, 
through the medium of your valuable Journal, to offer a few remarks from per- 
sonal observation. 

Mr. Frank states, in his report of Aug. 26, that they have “ completed the neces- 
sary buildings, and are briskly engaged in erecting the wheel.” Now, all the build- 
ing on the place is the shell of a small smiths’ shop ; and us for the wheel spoken of, 
there is not a vestige of one on or near the place, nor material of any kind to make 
one, up to this date (Sept. 5). 

He states, further, that the lode in ** the bottom of the shaft is worth 10/. per fm., 
and that 12 tons of copper have been extracted, and sold at 9/. per ton.” I may ob- 
serve, respecting the lode, that it is over-estimated ; and respecting the ore said to 
be sold, that there has been, so far as I am aware, no ore extracted for upwards of 
17 vears, when there were 3 or 4 tons1aised, and sold for less than half the sum named. 

Mr. Frank also states, that the mine is likely to be as good as its “ rich neighbour.” 
Now, I am rather at a loss, as there is not a copper mine working within six miles at 
least of his boundary. If he alludes to Goldscope Mine, which is 144 mile from his 
boundary, and which contains lodes both of copper and lead, crossing each other (the 
lead running north and south, and the copper east and west), but the lead only has 
been worked on for several years. 

Mr. Frank says that they are sinking on a rich bunch of ore in his * rich neigh- 
bour,” and that the East Goldscope is a continuation of the same lode. Now, my in- 
timate knowledge of the locality and direction of the lodes enables me to give a flat 
contradiction to this statement. 

In the report which appeared on Sept. 1, Mr. Frank repeats the statement respect- 
ing the wheel, with an addition concerning a bob-pit, no trace of which being yet 
visible. He also adds, that the lode continues to improve in depth, when no human 
eye has seen the bottom for three or four months. How this can be known to im- 

rove in depth, and to haveimproved in one weck from 10/, to 12/, per fm., while it 
+4 been for three months, and still is, under 8 fathoms of water, is a mystery, and 
ought to put the proprietors on an enquiry. 

Mr. Frank holds out a promise to the public, that in six months he will pay ex- 
pensen, and make a dividend, which will be continued from thattime. Such a result 

8 highly improbable—indeed, I will stake my reputation as a miner that such will 
not be the case. 

In concluding, I may state that my object in making these remarks is not from any 
personal ill-feeling towards Mr. Frank, or any one concerned in the mine—I heartily 
wish every adventure which is fairly lucted may be ful; but past expe- 
rience has taught me that attempts like the present have materially injured the mining 
interest in this district, and is very disparaging to legitimate undertakings ; so that 
jealousy for the mining interest of the district, and justice to mining adventurers,

The brokers were bidding, to my knowledge, 
the very same price at which I bought; but what was my surprise on seeing the fol- 
towing day the quotation from the Mining Exchange 2/. or 3/, lower, and this is not 
the only case that has occurred lately. Theexplanation I have obtained is, that there 
is no check on members of the Mining Exchange giving quotations at which they as- 
sert they have done business. I think there requires no comment on this loose and 
unsatisfactory manner of conducting the business of the Mining Exchange.

[We understand the rule of the Mining Exchange to be, that no member shall mark 
any prices in the Official List, unless he has actually transacted the business he quotes ; 
and he is liable at any time to be called upon by the committee to give up the par- 
ticulars of a sale or purchase, if any doubt is thrown upon them. In a fluctuating 
market there must necessarily be a difference in daily quotations, the prices of the 
morning often changing materially during the day, as — or sellers appear ; and 
it is not to be supposed that a broker can always sell at the top price, or buy at the 
lowest. Indeed, when a dealer stands to ‘‘ make prices ” in shares, there must always 
be a wide margin, especially in high-priced shares; and if business is quoted— say, 
140, 145—a buyer woukd probably have to give the latter price, but to sell at the 
former ; and the same would occur in smaller shares. }

DUSTON IRON ORE COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the 
company, yesterday, for the purpose of declaring the office of director held by Messrs. 
J. C. Lucas and Thomas Lucas vacant, to reduce the number of directors, and on the 
general affairs of the company.—-Mr. Biseoop in the chair. 

Mr. Nurse (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes 


of the last, which were confirmed. 

Mr. ARCHBALD moved, that the directors disqualified by the non-payment of calls 
be expunged from the list. The resolution was seconded, and carried unanimously. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said the next question was the reduction of the number of directors 
—it was now necessary to have seven, but he proposed that the number should be 
reduced to five. A resolution was then proposed that the number of directors be re- 
duced from seven to five, and carried unanimously. 

A SHAREHOLDER Wished to know the present position of the company. 

The Cuataman said the board had endeavoured to carry out the duty entrusted to 
them, but they were not in a position until last night to draw up a report, and he 
was glad to inform them that the result had been most nage ‘here might 
be great blame attached to the directors for not looking more closely after their ser- 
vants; but if they were to be censured, it was for giving unlimited confidence to their 
late managing director. The board had a large stake in the undertaking, and had 
endeavoured to get the best information in their power. He (the Chairman) would 
now read the report they had prepared. 

The Cuarrman then read the following report : — 


In pursuance of the resolution passed at a meeting, held on the 4th of July last, by 
which it was resolved that the chairman and two of the directors of this company 
should take such steps as might be deemed necessary, by inspection of the works, 
with a view to stopping the said works, or otherwise pr ding with the pany, 
wé attended at the works at Duston, on the 11th of the said month, accompanied b 
Mr. Thomas Woolley, Mr. Bryden, Mr. Hailley, and Mr, Archbald. 

We first took a general survey of the whole of the company’s property, and regret 
to say we found it in a very ye eer state. We then went into minute enquiry 
on the subject of the ore, and brick-making ; and from such enquiries, and judging 
from what we saw, we could come to no other conclusion than that great and unex- 
cusable mismanagement had for a long period taken placc, and that it was desirable 
immediate steps should be adopted to prevent further sacrifice of the funds of the 
company; and with that view, we gave directions that all works, except a few trifling 
matters, which the managing director informed us would not exceed in expense the 
sum of about 5/., should suspended until we had an opportunity of ascertaining, 
in the first place, whether the ore was such as had been represented; and, in the 
next place, whether the clay on the company’s property was of an useful and profit- 
able description. With respect to the clay, we had the evidence of several persons— 
amongst them, that of Mr. Hailley, who is a gentleman of considerable ability, car- 
rying on a large business of a builder at Wolverhampton—who all pronounced the 
clay to be of undoubted good quality, and that good bricks might be made therefrom, 
at a remunerative profit to the shareholders. 

We then proceeded to examine the brick, tile kilns, shed, and the machinery, and 
to take verbal evidence thereon ; aud we regret to be obli to report that, on the 
taking of such evidence of persons competent to give it, we found that the kilns were 
most extravagantly, expensively, and smerenes y built, and not fit for the purposes 
for which they were intended; that the building of such kilns had been under the 
superintendence of Mr. Lucas, the managing director, We also found that, although 
much valuable time and expense had been bestowed in the erection of the suid brick 
and tile kilns, and also upon the shed, yet they were still unfinished ; that, with re- 
gard to the shed, the day on which we attended upon the works being wet, the rain 
eame in at various parts, particularly from the roof, which caused, and had pre- 
viously caused, great .and serious damage to immense quantities of bricks unburnt, 
and which rendered such unburnt bricks utterly useless, and the value paid for the 
labour in making them, which was considerable, entirely lost to the company. We 
were also informed, upon good authority, that many parts of the various buildings 
had been erected, pulled down, and again erected, at very great cost, under the direc- 
tion of Mr, Lucas, who, we were also informed, had persisted in his course, although 
frequently warned by others, and in particular by Mr. Nicholls, that he was pursuing 
an entirely wrong course, to allof which warnings he paid no attention whatever. 
It should be mentioned that Mr, Nicholls is by trade a builder, and has been so, more 
or less, all his lifetime; that upon the occasion of erecting the chimney of the shed, 
which is very high and heavy, Mr. Nicholls was giving directions as to the founda- 
tion, and the depth thereof, when Mr, Lucas interfered, and insisted that the founda. 
tion should not be so deep, and that there was oo necessity for its being so deep, and 
that he would not permit it to be of the depth ordered by Mr. Nicholls; that Mr. 
Lucas’s instructions being imperative, the foundation was made according to his di- 
rections, the consequence of which was that, after the chimney had been erected upon 
such foundation, it was giving way, and was obliged to be reconstructed, at addi 
tional labour and =e to the company. 

That as to the machinery called Clayton’s machine, which had been contracted for 
by Mr. Lucas, we were informed it could not be worked with utility; that it had 
been repaired upon several occasions, to such an extent that, in point of fact, it ought 
to be called by some other name than Clayton’s machine, as not much of any of the 
machine by that name was left of it, and that, in fact, it was worthless. For this 
sail machinery, however, Messrs. Clayton have made a demand upon the company 
of several hundred pounds, 

That we were informed, but for the trials unsuccessfully made by this machinery, 
bricks of a very fine character could have been made by bund in hundreds of thou- 
sands, and a ready sale obtained for them; and we were further informed that, in 
consequence of the misrcpresentations made with reference to the said machinery, 
and from its inefficiency, a contract for one million of bricks, which had been entered 
into with the agent, on behalf of Mr. Brassy, the eminent contractor, was entirely 

lost to the pm pong that many of the said bricks had been made from the said ma- 
chine, but were so badly made, that they were unfit for use; and that the said agent 
of Mr. Brassy declined to take any of them. It need not be said that the loss to the 
company in this respect has been very considerable, the more especially as we were 
informed that the said agent expressed himself so well pleased with the quality of 
the clay, that he stated he would not only contract for a million, but he would take 
millions of bricks from the company, if they were properly made, That many at- 
tempts had been made to make bricks by the said machine, but which had proved an 
entire failure. 

_ We have also been informed that the clay on the property of the company is in con- 
siderable quantities, almost inexhaustible, and from its quality fit for any purposes 
of earthernware ; and that such is now the demand for bricks, and more especially in 
the neighbourhood of Northampton, that contracts would be willingly entered into 
by parties for their purchase from the company to a very considerable amount; and, 
from the evidence we have obtained, bricks could be made by hand, and after deduct- 
ing every expense in the manufacture a profit would be realised of 30 per cent. It 
may be readily imagined, therefore, from these circumstances, what the company has 
lost in this respect alone by such cruel and reckless mismanagement on the part of 
the so-called managing director as above; it appears the directors placed too much 
confidence, the which they deeply lament. 

With reference to the iron ore, or stone, on the company’s property, we have taken 
the greatest pains in our power to arrive at a correct estimate of its value ; have con- 
sulted persons of eminence and experience, and have persevered with a determination 
to have the orenot assayed, but properly tested by the usual and ordinary working ope- 
rations adopted in such cases; when we say properly tested, we mean in all its stages, 
so that no doubt should exist as to its true qualities. And we were determined to 
have just, honest, impartial, and undoubted results, and whether such results should 
turn out to be good, bad, or indifferent, put our brother shareholders into possession 
of the earliest possible information, with a view to the saving of every sible ex- 
— and further unnecessary delay, of which, it is needless to say, there has already 

en too much on the part of those whose duty it was to save the shareholders from 
every loss, We are happy to say that onr labours under this head have been attended 
with very great and unexpected success, ns we are free to confess after what had 
taken place, and the various reports made with respect to the quality of the ore, we 
thought we should have a difficult task to perform; we are glad to report, however, 
that our doubts have been removed, and that after various trials of the stone, both in 
the cupola and blast-furnace, it has proved so far to be of great value. It is neces- 
sury, however, to go somewhat further than mere statement, and afford proof of its 
value, for which purpose we report that, having obtained an introduction to Messrs. 
finde and Co., of the Langley Iron-Works, ncar Wellington, Shropshire, one of those 
gentlemen promised, after an explanation had been given to him, at his own expense 
to attend on the property to inspect the ore as it stood, prefering that course to having 
mere samples of it forwarded to him ; and he accordingly, early in last month, pro. 
ceeded, in company with Mr. Archbald, to the company’s works at Duston, He there 
inspected the mines and the ore, and gave his opinion upon its quality. Some he 
pronounced inferior; but another portion pointed out to him he at once pronounced, 
ja bis opinion, to be good iron ore, and capable of being worked to advantage. It 
should here be mentioned that none of this lastly-mentioned ore, which is said to be 
inexhaustible, had ever been sent away by the managing director to those from 
whom orders had been obtained ; but the inferior ores, pronounced in the opinion of 

Mr. Hinde not to be worth removing, had been forwarded to those persons who had 
honoured the company with their orders, and who, not being able to work it on ac- 
count of its inferior quality, had either returned it or refused to have any more of it. 

Why the managing director took upon himself to forward ore which was next to being 

worthless, we cannot well imagine, the more eépecia!ly when there was an inexhaus- 
tible mine of good or superior quality. Itmay be mentioned that the ore pronounced 

to be of good quality was quite away from that selected by Mr. Lucas, and formed a 
distinct mine of itself. 

After Mr. Hinde had so pronounced upon the ore, he promised, if a certain quantity 
of it was sent to him, some in the raw state, and some calcined, to have it properly 
smelted and tested, so as to leave no doubt of its true quality and value, at his own 
expense, provided that he should have the iron produced therefrom for, and as a re- 
muneratian for, the trouble and risk he would incur in causing it to be so tested; and 
it was arran, that he should have, in the whole, 400 tons, part in the raw state and 
part calcined, and which quantity was forwarded to his works. This arrangement 
being communicated to us, it was agreed that the Chairman of the company, with Mr. 
Archbald, should go te the works of Messrs. Hinde, in Shropshire, for the purpose of 
satisfying themsclves upon various ticulars which it was thought would be bene- 
ficial to the interest of the shareholders; and accordingly they, on Aug. 21 last, at- 
tended at the works of the said Messrs, Hinde, and were shown over various other 
works in the neighbourhood, and satisfied themselves, in all ts, that the luct 
of the managing director was such as to justify an opinion that he ought not to be 
any longer in the confidence of thecompany. Messrs. Hinde had caused to be smelted 
a small portion of the ore of this company, unmixed with any other, in a cupola fur- 
nace, and the result was a pig of very excellent quality, a portion of which was 
brought up from their works by the Chairman, an which is now in the room for 
your inspection. 

Since the time the Chairman and Mr. Archbald were at Messrs. Hinde’s works, the 
latter have lost no time in proceeding with the smelting of the ore in the blast-fur- 
naces, and the results of their opera! from time to time have been communicated 
by them to the Chairman, and we cannot do letter than read, for the information of 
the shareholders, those communications. From these results, we think we are justi- 
fied in stating that the property of the company is a valuable one, and that by future 
judicious management, having to economy, and what has already been 
expended upon the property, a very remunerative, if not great, profit will result to 
the shareholders; and considering all the circumstances connected with the mis- 
management on the part of Mr. Lucas, coupled with his other conduct, we saw suffi- 
cient grounds to recommend to the board of directors the expediency of his imme- 
diate removal from office, and which recommendation has since been carried into 
effect. We fear we have gone toc much into detail, and become

quainted with all the facts of which we were in possession, we trust that that cir- 
cumstance will be a sufficient apology. 

Since the above was written, Mr. Bisgood has received by express from Messrs. 
Hinde a small parcel of specimens of manufactured iron, together with a bar of iron, 
entirely from our own ironstone—that is to say, unmixed with any other ore, aud 
which are also in the room for your inspection. 

The following letters were then read :— 

Sept. 3.—1 have de‘erred writing to you several posts, beta to send a definite and 
favourable report. After you left, we determined to go to the expense of altering the 
cupola, which was put in hand and done immediately. We have made repeated trials, 
but unsuccessfully, and we have not yet obtained more than 30 per cent. of good iron 
from the stone. ‘The time has not been sufficient to allow us to use any but the stone 
we received ready calcined, and this is so badly and irregularly done, that we have 
determined to give it only one more trial, as it is not giving the ore a fair chance 
till we can work up that which we received raw, and which is now in process of cal- 
cination. What the excess of iron the 30 per cent. is we cannot say, but are 
inclined to think it considerable, as it was in each ease accompanied wtth a black 
cinder, a sure indication that the iron was not thorougly extracted. The same fault 
in calcining has prevented our i. phere in the blast-furnace so much as we wished, 
but beginning with 1-16th, we have ly increased the rtion to 5 measures 
out of 15, or 1-3rd, and without detriment to the working of the furnace so far, We 
are increasing the proportion as rapidly as we consider safe, and each day’s working 
will now indicate more accurately theresults, A very careful account of the quan- 
tities and working of the furnace is being taken, but I very much fear we cannot 
possibly give a positive report so soon as the 7th instant, but I will write to you on 
the 6th, with the result up to that night.—Tuomas C, Hivpg. 

Sept. 4,— I have been very anxious to get you our report intime for your meeting, but 
it will be next to impossible tofurnish you with a reliable result by sending the trials 
piecemeal, instead of the totals, as there are many little matters to take into considera.

Sept.6.—We yesterday tried a pertion of the pig-iron made exclusively from North- 
ampton stone (in the engin and the bars made from it area moderately good samples 
of ordinary merchant bars, the quality being better than the eommon Welch bars, 
but not so good as the Staffordshire. We, however, do not expect to get best iron 
from only one mixture of pigs, and that not of the most suitable No., as the pigs 
were veteer inclining to be white iron (they should have been all or part gre).

Tlie numerous mines brouglit into operation 
within the last two years, the demand for miners: of all kinds in the Riilu coul field, 
and the execution of various railways in the Rhine provinces, have all exerted a powerful 
influence in limiting the supply of labour fo the Wildberg Mines. ‘To counteract those 
influences, and to obtain a settléd mining population at Wildberg, the council authorised 
me to ercet additional buildings to accommodate of 180 men; those buildings 
are finished. Arratigentents have made to board and lodge the men at very reason- 
able rates, and the company how begins to reap the reward for the outlay incurred. 
Many of the hest miners of the district have settled at Wildberg, and their numbers nre 
daily augmenting. The English system of contract for all descriptions of work is now 
in operation, and works well.’ About 300 men of all denominations are now employed 
by the company, of whoin 69 are mincrs, and of these 30 are engaged in breaking ore.

‘A GENERAL ANNUITY ENDOWMENT ASSOCIATION. 


A special general meeting was held at the London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, on 
Tuesday, for the purpose of altering the seventh rule as regards the investment of 
money with reference to the new Act of Parliament, recently passed, entitled, “ An 
Act for Limiting the Liability of Members of certain Joint-Stock Companies.” 

Mr. G. P. Parxry in the chair. 

Mr, Parti Cvaris (the secretary) read the requisition, as also the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The Cuatrman said they were called together in pursuance of the Act of Parlia- 
ment, which received the Royal Assent in July last; and according to the second 
section, the directors of such a company may, with the consent of at least three-fourths 
in number and value of its shareholders who may be present personally, or by proxy, 
at any general mecting summoned for that purpose, make such alteration in the name, 
nominal value of shares, and Deed of Settlement of the Company, as may be neces- 
say for enabling it to comply with the conditions, with respect to joint-stock com- 
panies seeking to obtain certificates of complete registration with limited liability ; 
and upon compliance with such conditions, the Registrar, after the affairs of the com- 
pany shall, at the expense of the company, have been audited by some person ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trade, and on certificate from the said board that the com- 
plete solvency thereof has been established on such audit to its satisfaction. During 
the progress of the bill this company had watched it most anxiously, and obtained the 
assistance of an able parliamentary agent, who had succeeded, with Mr. Sotheron, the 
framer of the bill, in getting the clause introduced, exempting friendly societies from 
the operation of the Act, so far that they should be entitled to re-deposit with the 
Commissioners of the National Debt, although they had drawn a certain amount out. 
Although this had absolutely passed the Lords and Commons, the committee in the 
House of Lords ie an alteration which he considered surreptitiously introduced, 
whereby friendly societies were prohibited from re-depositing any money with the 
Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt after they had once with- 
drawn any sum, even to the extent of 5/., although they required the money to pay 
the annuities, He had consulted Sir Alexander Spearman upon the subject, and 
he agreed with him, that it would be very inconvenient to all friendly societies. The 
reason the shareholders were called together upon the ) Frese oceasion was to give 
them power to lend money to othor parties. The board bad been in treaty with the 
authorities of Manchester to lend them a large sum of mon»y, upon very favourable 
terms, but they could not do so without the authority of the shareholders; and if they 
eta Bow disposed to give them that power, he did not think their confidence would 

misplaced, 
Mr. ewes wished to know whether they could invest in railway securities, as those 
guaranteed were perfectly safe? 

The Cuarrman said, although they could not deal in shares, the Act did not affect 
them so far as debentures or preference shares were concerned, 

Mr, SowxLu said, all they asked was to give the board power to do the best they 
could for the benefit of the association. 

CuarrMan, in answer to a question by a shareholder, said the large sum of 
money required by Manchester was under the Local Board of Health, 

Mr. Mewes then that the seventh rule be altered as follows :—* The trus- 
tees shall from time to time, with the consent of the board of directors, invest all 
moneys of the association in conformity with the 32d section of the statute of the 18th 
and 19th Vic., cap.

The South Australian Register, in its summary of information, to June 23, for the 
last mail, gives the following particulars respecting mining operations in that colony : 

The official return states that at the close of 1854 there were 49 reputed mines in 
the provice of South Australia, of which seven were lead, two silver-lead, one gold 
(Victoria, 10 miles east-north-east of Adelaide), and the rest copper: Of these, only 
seven mines were in operation at the close of last year—namely, the Kanmantoo, 
Reedy Creek, Kapunda, Burra Burra, Strathalbyn, and Karkulto copper mines ; and 
the Glen Osmond lead mine. Many of the others are winding up their affairs under 
authority of the Act recently passed for that purpose.

BURRA BURRA MINES anv SMELTING WORKS, AUSTRALIA. 


By recent advices from South Australia, we have received detailed information of 
the position and prospects of the Burra Burra Mines, and the Smelting Works of the 
English and Australian Copper Company. The former, which at one period actually 
proved the salvation of the failing colony, were deserted by the miners for the at- 
tractive riches of the gold fields in 1852, to such an extent that it was considered not 
desirable to incur the expense of keeping the engine at work, Roach’s engine, of 
85-horse power, which was found insufficient, was taken down and packed away, a 
new one, called “ Schneider’s Engine,” of 240-horse power, having been previously 
erected, which, however, was left idle, and the water allowed to rise. Last year, as 
the gold flelds began to be found by no means acertain and constant source of wealth, 
the men began by degrees to return; and a sufficient staff for a recommencement 
having been procured, Schneider’s engine was set to work, and in a very short time 
the water was in fork to the 40fm. level. In March last the engine was keeping the 
water down by working at seven strokes per minute, each stroke raising 136 gallons, 
but in commencing to get it in fork it worked at double that speed, At Kooringa, 
the long-deserted houses, which had not been rendered uninhabitable, are again oc- 
cupied, the general appearance is cheerful and business-like; trade flourishes, and 
the storekeepers are doing well, ; 

Another engine, of 40-horse power, is employed for crushing ores, by means of two 
rollers, half-an-inch apart, capable of pulverising 50 tons per day, but at present 
turning out only 35 tons. Near the engine-house are the mine offices, and the resi- 
dences of the principal officers, Capt. Roach, who is at the establishment, has a good 
substantial stone house, containing four rooms. There are also a board room for the 
directors, all necessary offices, sheds, changing-house, and every convenience ; and, 
to

Miners at Botton Hatt, ty WensLeypALe.—On Satur- 
day, the Ist inst., that beautiful part of the vale of Wensley in which the seat of Lord 
Bolton is situate presented a lively and animating appearance. The weather was 


exceedingly favourable; the sun shone, the feathered warblers of the woods sang 
sweetly, and myriads of flowerets diffused their fragrant odours around, ‘The fertile 
valley, with its towering hills, sloping woods, verdant meads, aud crystal serpentine 
river, never looked more beautiful than onthat day.

Both toasts were re- 
to by his lordship ima very pleasing and affectionate manner, the purport of 
whieh was the interest his lordship felt in the miners of Wensleydale, and hoped that 
as long as they had health to work they =e have a fair day’s pay for a fair day’s 
labour. At a later period of the day the health of Marmaduke Wyvill, Esq., was 
pro , to which he replied, alluding to his efforts to subdue the earth, and bring 
furth its treasures to the surface, Dancing commenced, Lord Bolton leading off the 
first, together with other ladies and gentlemen. Various amusements were resorted 
to; among the rest were a cricket match, game at quoits, foot, hurdle, and donkey 
races, all adding to the enjoymentof thecompany. Many from the adjoining villages 
had come to witness the proceedings ; numerous merry children were romping and 
laying about, while a group of aged persons standing here and there appeared truly 
appy in watching the gambols of childhood and youth. Great thanks are due to 
Lord and Lady Bolton for the abundant entertainment so generously bestowed, but 
especially for the hearty welcome with which they received the miners. His lord- 
ship’s kindness quite won the affectionate regard of evcry one present, and seemed to 
lose all distinetion of rank for the time in his endeavours to make the whole company 
at home and happy. The party enjoyed themselves till about 9 o’clock, when they 
again formed into procession, and left the grounds much pleased and well satisfied 
with the noble lord’s entertainment, for the enjoyments were of such a character as 
satisfaction and true happiness, and constitute the “ pleasures that please 
on reflection.” 





-Fatture or Nasmytu’s Gun Exrerment.—We regret to learn that 
Mr. Nasmyth’s wrought-iron gun has proved a complete failure, and this not on ac- 
count of the mechanical difficulties which had to be encountered, formidable as they 
where, but from a most unexpected peculiarity in the materialemployed, when brought 
together in so large a mass as was neeessary for Mr. Nasmyth’s purpose. It seems 
that wrought-iron, so tractable under all ordinary conditions of working, cannot be 
welded together in very large masses without undergoing a change in its molecular 
arrangement, exceesingty injurious to its tenacity. As we understand the explana- 
tion which we have received on this point, an immense mass of iron like that which 
Mr. Nasmyth has welded togetler continues so long in an incandescent and soft state, 
that a process analogous to crystallisation takes place within its substance, whereby 
the fibrous texture, from which it derives its tenacity, is destroyed, and it becomes 
even less capable than cast-iron of resisting the explosion of a heavy charge of gun- 
pe. We understand that, in addition to the unfavourable result obtained by Mr. 

asmyth, at Patricroft, another experiment of a similar nature, made under the di- 
Tection of Goverment, proved a complete failure, from the peculiarity of the ma- 
terial to which we have alluded; and a + = which bad been completed was found 
utterly unfit for use. Indeed, we believe it burst into many pieces on the first trial. 
Mr, Nasmyth’s experiment has tly been abandoned. Whilst on the subject 
of wrought-iron guns, we may as well correct a very erroneous statement, which, we 
believe, originated in the Presse, and has lately been going the round of the newspa- 
pers. It is to the effect that a wrought-iron gun, made by Messrs. Fawcett and Co., 
of Liverpool, for the Government of the United States, burst on board the shipof war 
for which it was made, killing the Secretary of the Navy and several other persona. 
This is altogether incorrect; the wrought-iron - which burst on board the Prince- 
ton frigate, with the results mentioned, was made in the United States. After it had 
burst, another gun was ordered from, and made by, Messrs. Fawcett and Uo.,and the 

inceton, if wer ber rightly, came over to Liverpool to receive it. That gun 
(we believe of 12-inch bore) was said at the time to have borne all the trials to which 
it was subjected, and we have never heard of any accident arising from it. Possibi 
iron may be for, up to that size without developing the peculiar tendencies whic:

nn Consumer,—At Mr, Hunter's saw-mills, Greendyke-street, may 
be seen a simple smoke consumer. The furnace mouth is furnished with an iron- 
door, which slides vertically, being lifted by a chain and lever to the left of the boilers. 
This door has a leg on each side, which keeps it, when down about 6 inches from the 
dumb-plate; and covering this — hoped there is another sliding valve, which is 
lifted by the door, but can ually fall after the dooris letdown. The valve is sus- 
pended by a chain from a lever, from the other end of which is suspended a small 
open tin can, holding about 4 Ibs. of water, and supplied with a tap in the bottom for 
allowing the fiuid to eseape with any desired rapidity. This tin can dips into asmall 
tub of water, and fills when the furnace door is open ; and, when the door is let down. 
the full can is lifted out of the water, and immediately commences to empty itself 
through the tap. As it empties, the sliding valve gradually drops, until at last, when 
the can is about empty, the opening in the furnace door is entirely closed. This usu- 
ally takes about three minutes, but the time can te regulated by the tap. The ope- 
ration, as well as the apparatus, is thus as simple and inexpensive as can well be 
imagined ; and the result is most satisfactory. Less 22. would fititup; and, al- 
though we cannot say whether there ia - economy of fuel or not, we can vouch for 
the a ce of emoke.—Worth British Daily Mait.

the planking and timbers were forced inwards, and had to be repaired; but by the 
energies of those in charge, the whole was soon placed in an effective state. The ore 
at present raised averages about 25 per cent. for copper, but some in the 49 fathom 
tevel is much richer. ; 

The Smelting Works of the English and Australian Copper Company, are in a sad 
state of inactivity, from want of labour. Out of 19 furnaces, capable of smelting 80 
to 90 tons of rough copper ore per week, only five are at present working, nor have 
the company the means of cartage to keep more in blast, and these for only four out of 
twelve months for the past two years; in consequence, 6000 tons of ore ure lying 
idle, Atone time the company employed 1900 men and boys, at present they have 
200, including carters. Formerly they had employment for 3500 bullocks, working 
400 wagons, now they cannot work a sixth of the number, They have fortunately a 
large stock of last year’s hay, about 100 tons, and 1200 tons of coal and patent fuc | 
are in atock, being continually replenished from Port Wakefield, Each furnace con- 
sumes from 120/, to 130/. worth of fuel per week. The company make their own 
fire-bricks, from an excellent clay brought from Murray Flats, about 15 miles dis- 
tance from the works, A 40-horse engine is employed for crushing the clay and old 
bricks, and the same engine crushes the fluxes. They commenced operations in 1549, 
and up to the end of 1854 had smelted 7597 tons of fine copper, the average value of 
which may be taken at 95/. per ton, producing 721,715/. During the same period they 
have shipped 21,000 tons of ore, and consumed 27,000 tons of coal. The Port Wake- 
field road, 70 miles in length, has been kept in repair by the company, with (he ex- 
ception of a grant of 500/, from the Colonial Government.

Law or Bris or Sauv.—There are few questions which have given 
rise to more litigated contests in our courts of law than the validity of bills of sale, 
and it constantly becomes a matter of serious import to the commercial community, 
whether the instrument by which one man transfers to another his goods »nd chat- 
tels, be legal and effectual for the proposed object or not. Delivery is generally an 
essential ingredient to the validity of every transfer, and while the forms of condi- 
tional bills of sale are various, thelr frailty as a security may be eaic .o be proverbial. 
Of such importance has the subject been considered, that the Legislature recently 
deemed it necessary to interfere, and to pass a declaratory Act (17 and 18 Vic. c.36), for 
preventing frands upon creditors by secret bills of sale of personal chattels. The 
public and the legal professions are indebted for a succinct and very lucid treatise on 
the ** Law and Practice of Bills of Sale and Bills of Sale of Ships under the recent 
Statute, with Precedents,” to Mr. Joseph Beaumont, edited by the editor of the Law 
Times. To that gentleman the production was originally submitted, and its merits 
having been recognised, it was accepted, and published in the columns of that valu- 
able periodical. Having been generally approved of by the professien, a desire was 
expressed for its re-publication in a collected form, and it now appears revised and 
considerab)7 extended, the author having availed himself of the suggestions which 
he had received from many practitioners. We direct attention to this highly useful 
publication, from a conviction that it will be studied with advantage as well by the 
members of the legal as by those of the mercantile community.

Wheat Gurenvitie.-—The following interesting account of this mine 
is from a personal inspection by a correspondent :—“ I was at the mine yesterday, 
There is nothing new in either of the cross-cuts. The 70 is still driving in the elvan, 


and is letting out a large body of water. Capt. Odgers thinks that when the elvan is 
got through the lode will be found close by, and he daily expects some discovery. I 
went carefully over the whole sett, and was much struck with the excellence of the 
situation, particularly of the south ground, in reference to our rich neighbours. It 
is, undoubtedly, as fine a run of ground as any in the neighbourhood. If you will 
take the map of the district, you will observe three or four south lodes in South 
Frances, which will run through Grenville. Two of these are about being opened by 
the cross-cuts; that which the 70 will intersect made very rich in South Frances ; the 
other, or that which the 85 will open, did not make much ore in our neighbour. 
Close to the northern boundary of South Frances you will observe a lode that is laid 
down a short distance in West Francis, and then for the entire length of this sett, 
where it is marked ‘ main lode.’ This is the South Frances main lode, that has made 
enormous returns in that mine; it runs for mearly a mile through Grenville, is 
130 fathoms north of the engine-shaft, and upon it the Newton shaft has been sunk.

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~ THE NEW LIMITED LIABILITY AOT. 

Parties who take an interest in the promotion and formation of joint- 
stock companies with limited liability, ought to bear in mind that the re- 
cent legislative measure legalising that principle, embraces, and in effect 
embodies, the former Act for Incorporation and Registration of Companies. 
There is no altcration whatever as to the preliminary steps necessary to 
be taken to obtain complete registration, as the requirements of the pre- 
existing law stillcontinue; the main and, indeed, only distinction, in that 
respect being, that, under the former Act, the certificate of registration 
was general, while it is now special with limited liability. In all future 
companies secking to avail themselves of the privilege, there must be, as 
there have hitherto been, a board of directors, a deed of settlement, and the 
recent Act is, perhaps, more strict in requiring auditors than the Regis- 
tration Act had been. Companies must, therefore, be formed under the 
new law in precisely the same way as they had hitherto been under 
the Registration Act, registration being essential, and the only distinc- 
tion being in the terms of that registration; the words wiTH LIMITED 
LiaBiLity being inserted inthe certificate to be henceforth — when 
all the necessary requirements of both Acts combined have been complied 
with. The recent Act also enables certain classes of companies to be 
registered with limited liability, which could not previously avail them- 
of the Registration Act; but the machinery of registration, save as to the 
restriction of the responsibility, continues in every respect the same as 
heretofore. i 

Such of our readers as have carefully studied the very elaborate articles 
which had recently appeared in the columns of this Journal, cannot fail 
fully to understand the operation of the existing law of registration with 
limited liability, in all its several bearings, As, however, very peculiar 
interest is attached to the subject throughout every portion of the king- 
dom, we propose in our next number to give simple and well-defined in- 
structions, with practical directions, as to the formation and constitution 
of companies seeking to avail themselves of the principle, in which we 
shall lay down, briefly and clearly, the rules to be adopted, and the course 
to be pursued, in order to obtain a certificate of complete registration, with 
“ LIMITED LIABILITY.” - 





he the observatioris on the application of the Law of Limited Liability 
to the. formation of railway companies on a small scale, which appeared 
in our last Journal, we alluded to the vast legal and parliamentary ex-

The paper to which we have alluded, containing as it does much con- 
clusive evidence of wasteful profusion, still leaves much to surmise, but 
it, at all events, furnishes irresistible arguments in favour of some general 
railway code, which, while affirming the principle of limited liability, 
would confer, under due limitations and control, compulsory powers for 
the taking of land, the formation of feeders to the trunk lines, and of 
tramways to the mineral districts, A very erroneous opinion seems ge- 
nerally to ptevail, that our system of laws can only be reformed by law-

tion of the National Debt, they will be prohibited from ever again re-in- 
vesting any money with them: Indeed, it was stated that, through this 
absurd alteration, if they only drew out 5/. for any purpose whatever, 
they could never avail themselves again of that security, under the exist- 
ing law. Under these circumstances, the association was driven to ask 
permission of the shareholders for power to invest their large capital else- 
where—a power, we need hardly add, most willingly conceded ; but the 
evil to this and all similar socicties is evident, as it frequently happens 
that the money they deposit with the Commissioners for the Reduction of 
the National Debt may be required to liquidate their ordinary obligations; 
but once touch it, they can never go there again, thus inflicting an injury 
on all friendly societies, and depriving the Commissioners of the advan- 
tage derivable from their capital.

AuTIcaL Locomotive—TRAVELLING To AmEnicA IN Ninety Hovrs: 
-~A singular law suit was recently tried in Paris, respecting a French in- 
vention, for which application has been made for an American patent 
M. Mondot de Lagorge, invented some years ago a species of vessel, called 
by him a “ nautical locomotive,” which he pretended could go from Havre 
to New York in 90 hours, and, though merely skimming on the waves, 
could brave the most violent winds, without rolling or pitching. He took 
out patents for his invention in France and England, and determined to 
take out one for the United States also, Accordingly in May, 1844, he went 
before Mr. Lorenzo Draper, who was then the American Consul at Paris, 
executed the ordinary formalities, and deposited the necessary plans for 
a one. Mr. Draper offered to cause his brother, who was in busi- 
ness in the United States, to do what was necessary to procure the patent ; 
and M. de Lagorge gave him thesumof 1630 f., which it wascalculated would 
be required for the expenses, Ten years passed away, and M. de Lagorge 
never got his patent, Thinking that this was owing to the negligence of 
Mr. Draper, he, in January last, brought an action against him before the 
Civil Tribunal of Havre, to obtain restoration of the 1630 f., and damages 
for his neglect, Mr, Draper represented that all he had done in the mat- 
ter was in his consular capacity, and that, therefore, he wag not subject 
to the jurisdiction of a French court. But the Tribunal decided that the 
objection was not valid, and ordered the case to be gone into on its merits. 
On the 2d March, the affair came on, but Mr. Draper did not appear. 
The Tribunal, after hearing M. do Lagorge’s statement, condemned Mr. 
Draper by default to restore the 1630 f., and said that he was liable to pay 
damages, but before fixing the amount, it required the plaintiff to give an es- 
timate of them. Mr. Draper having taken no steps to have this judgment 
set aside, it, after a certain deiay, became definitive, M. de Lagorge, in 
virtue of it, applied to the Tribunal to assess the damages, His calcula- 
tion was, he said, that his “ nautical locomotive” would have produced a 
profit of 1,080,000 f. for each of the fourtcen years, during which the patent, 


Y | if obtained, would have lasted, But as no “nautical locomotive” had 


actually been constructed, and as, therefore, his invention had not been 
brought to the test of experience, he was willing to set the damages at 
the moderate sum of 200,000f., which was less than one-fifth of one single 
year’s estimated profits, and less than one-seventh of the whole fourteen 
years’ profits. Mr. Draper resisted the demand, on the ground that hav- 
ing acted gratuitously for M. de Lagorge, he could not be held responsible 
for any cs which that.person might have sustained, and that it was 
even hard on him to have to repay the sum which had been advanced; that, 
besides, M. de Lagorge had not proved that he had sustained any damage, as 
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hisinvention had never beenanything more than amere project; and, finally, 
that it was by that gentleman's neglect to do what was required that he 
(Mr. Draper) had not taken out his patent. The Tribunal, after examin- 
ing all the circumstances, decided that Mr. Draper had been guilty of some 
slight neglect in the business, but that as he had acted gratuitously, and 
as, besides, it did not appear that the plaintiff could have sustairted any- 
thing like the enormous loss he represented, no other person having appro- 
priated his invention, he should only pay 200 f. damages and the costs. 





LIMITED LIABILITY, AND PARLIAMENTARY OBLIGATION. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Much misconception has arisen in relation to the Act for Limiting Lia- 
bility, which under no circumstances can be considered otherwise than 
a public Act. Its operation, in the first instance, has been supposed cal- 
culated to be taken such advantage of as even totally to supersedo the 
necessity of any application to Parliament in respect of certain private 
measures,—for instance, a railway. Whenever private interest seeks to in- 
terfere exclusively with public privilege the aid of the Legislature has 
invariably been sought. Private intention is one thing, the public good 
isanother. It is, therefore, neither reasonable nor just to suppose, by pass- 
ing the, Limit:d Liability Act, that Parliament would ever contemplate, 
still less so stultify itself as to allow, this recent enactment, however long 
desired or sought after, to conflict or come into collision with that system 
and practice which ages have established, and which, under so many varys 
ing circumstances, have generally and uniformly been pursued. Such an 
idea at once pre-supposes from Parliament, as it were, an utter abandon- 
ment of its own distinctive jurisdiction, or a total suspension cither of all 
control, or of its own existing rights and privileges, 

All joint-stock companies are in thoir nature very closely allied to or- 
dinary partnerships ; nor can any right to participate in profits be pre- 
sumed to exist without liability to contribute towards possible losses. The 
promotion of any joint-stock company, be it a railway or canal company, 
a gas or a water company, a dock or a harbour company, or the like, re- 
solve themselves at once into private enterprise, 

An iron company, asmelting company, or any other company, is equally 
a private enterprise. So also is a banking company, or an insurance com- 
pany, and so identically they will each continue to exist, with this differ- 
ence—viz., that in the latter instances a charter is frequently resorted to, 
to obviate the necessity of an application to Parliament, while in the 
former instances, as almost a preliminary proceeding, an Act must first be 
obtained, and more especially whenever sufficient powers are sought for or 
required to enable or authorise a compulsory purchase, occupation, or 
holding of lands—for the demanding and enforcement of dues, charges, or 
tolls—for the alteration, crossing, disusion, or other interference with 
roads, streams, or rivers—for the right of incorporation under one common 
seal—or for the privilege of suing or being sued; in short, wherever sut- 
ficient powers are required, cither to enforce or give legal effect to any 
undertaking whatever, or duly to carry the project into exccution, not- 
withstanding the Limited Liability Act, the sanction of Parliament must 
be obtained, Consent, certainly, can accomplish anything—nay, every- 
thing—although it would be Utopian in opposition to conflicting interest, 
which the advancement of any measure will always provoke, to imagine 
that enterprise, on whatever basis, and however sound, would acquiesce 
in being left at the mercy of any principle which is undefined in 1ts ap- 
plication, and quite as vague in its signification, as liability was when un- 
limited, Mining adventure, in one respect, comes under the same cate- 
gory as the preceding—at any rate, so far as enterprise is concerned. 
Nevertheless, mining enjoys the exclusive protection of the Cost- book 
Principle. Mining is liable to no such contingencies as compliance with 
form or standing orders. It incurs no risk of opposition, nor the expenses 
of an application to Parliament, under the eftects of which many specu- 
lations have long been encumbered. As matters of private enterprise, st? 
generis, in respect of limited liability, all undertakings now are alike iden- 
tified, but neither to such an extent as to preclude the necessity of an ap- 
plication to Parliament whenever those powers before referred to are ne- 
cessary to be sought for, or required, The costs and charges consequent 
upon the promotion or opposition of a bill in Parliament may be great; 
nevertheless, the Act, once obtained, has its privileges. We may, it will 
be said by some, buy gold too dear, yet there is that security under an Act 
of Parliament which, until the passing of the Limited Liability Act, could 
never have been obtained without it. Had the present limitation of lia- 
bility existed, there never had been occasion that the genius of Sir WArrreR 
Scorr should have been, by anticipation, as it were, mortgaged in order 
to redeem those obligations which he personally had never entered upon, 
or to liquidate those engagements which he never had incurred, ‘There 
had been even less necessity for the Winding-up Act, and less occasion 
for the consequences it has entailed on so many. Having, however, spe- 
cial reference to the exclusive powers which Parliament has conferred, 
limited liability never can be construed to signify one idea more in the 
practical application of the term, as conveyed within their own abstract 
meaning, better understood by some, perhaps, when their position is al- 
tered and rendered as liability limited. 

There is, however, another important principle conceded by Parliament 
which, under certain circumstances, will tend to do away with parlia- 
mentary expenses, and which it is only right should be further investi- 
gated. ‘The Act recently passed to regulate the management of the me- 
tropolis, while it creates for its own purposes district boards and boards of 
works, it conveys powers not only to hold, but also to purchase, or make 
compensation for, lands and other hereditaments which may, under a com- 
pulsory clause, be required. Clause 151 of this Act sets forth, in reference 
to the Lands’ Clauses Consolidation Act of 1845, that the expression 
therein, “ the promoters of the undertaking,” wherever used, shall mean 
the “* Metropolitan Board,” or “ District Board,”’ as the case maybe. As 
« we aed therefore, the Metropolitan Board of Works (clause 144) is 
relieved from incurring either the risk or cost of obtaining an Act of Pa- 
liament in future, excepting wherever the expense of the work contom-~ 
plated shall exceed 100,000. It is also provided that before the Metro- 
politan Board commences any works, the estimated expense shall even cx- 
ceed 50,0007, ; then the plan and estimate shall first. be submitted to, and 
approved of, by the Commissioners of Her Masxsty’s Works and Public 
Buildings, Landa, however, are not to be taken compulsorily, except by 
the Metropolitan Board, and then only with the consent, in writing, of 
one of Her Masxsry’s principal Secretaries of State. 

To the extent, therefore, of 50,000/., as promoters,” the Board of Works 
may proceed with their undertaking, without either first obtaining an 
Act of Parliament, or making application to the Secretary of State, and 
even without the approval of Her Majesty’s Commissioners of Works and 
Public Buildings. To this extent the jurisdiction of the Metropolitan 
Board is sole and separate. The Board of Works, however, before =pply- 
ing for the consent of the Secretary of State for taking land, &c., under 
any circumstances must publish notices, at least once in four consecutive 
weeks, in one of the daily newspapers of their intention ; also notices to 
owners and occupiers must be given, and plans deposited—in short, the 
Board must proceed after a similar manner as to notices and deposit at 
present followed by railway and other similar undertakings. 

For public purposes, as the Act states, the Metropolitan Board is con- 
stituted as the “ promoter” of all undertakings contemplated by the en- 
actment. The costs and charges of Parliamentary application, to the ex- 
tent. of the expenditure of 100,000/., is dispensed Be subject to certain 
regulations, and also to the approval of the Secretary of State and Her 
Majesty's Commissioners of Works and Public Buildings, on vbtaining 
which other proceedings are authorised. e same powers which incor- 
porate either the district. or the metropolitan boards, incorporate railway 
andall other boards. ‘The law of the seal 1s the vital principle of all cor- 
porations, whether elective or otherwise appointed; while the actual 
** promoter,’ under the Registration Act, stands in no other relative posi- 
tion, as to the advancement of any legitimate undertaking, than the Mc- 
tropolitan Board of Works, who, for the purposes of the Act, are the only 
4s promoters, 4 , 

The admission of directions, so comprehensive in their purpose, and so 
summary and comparatively inexpensive in their mode of proceeding, in 
respect of public works, will, naturally direct public attention to those 
vast private undertakings which have emanated from, and have been ori- 
ginated solely by, individual enterprise. If the parliamentary privilege 
of incorporation be essential to the constitution of the Metropolitan Board 
of Works, it is equally so to a board of divectors; and whether corporate 
powers are delegated og Bagel Charter or conferred by Act of Parliament, 
the fact is sufficient ; means are cyually immaterial in relation to the 
end.,to be maintained, since the powers conferred are equally efficient. If 





the end and object be the same, why should the course pursued be differ- 
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ent—or rather, why should the costs and charges consequent upon obtain- 
ing an Act of Parliament be inflicted upon one body corporate which now 
will be spared to another? In the latter instance it is the public purse 
which is to be spared, while the funds of the former are to be uselessly and 
unnecessarily lavished. Should not private property be equally regarded ? 

How many branches of now incorporated railway companies are there 
the cost of which has been estimated under the limited 100,000/,, or even 
the lower scale of 50,0002. (and many have been constructed below those 
respective amounts), which, under like powers and jurisdiction asthe me- 
tropolitan Board of Works, associated with limited liability, might not 
have been ner em without the large waste of money which has been 
expended in Parliament, if such branches had been promoted after the 
manner proposed by the og Act, when frequently a tithe of these sums 
referred to respectively has been frittered away, and uselessly expended 
in the mere obtaining a separate, independent, and comparatively useless 
power, while the originating companies were in full possession and en- 
joyment of them? 

flow many undertakings are there which would come within the pre- 
scribed limits before stated—harbours, docks, canals, and various other 
appliances and means of commerce? Unprofitable branches have even 
been promoted and constructed from time to time, under the most adverse 
circumstances, more especially as necessitated by the competition of trunk 
lines. Cost, in this respect, has frequently crippled the resourees.of the 
parent stem, while the branches have been, as it were, the canker worm 
at the root of the trunk, and have never been even moderately remu- 
nerative, or, perhaps, scarcely paid a moderate interest upon, the actual 
cost of the Act under which they have been constructed. Proceedings 
like these have hitherto been the order of the day; but for how long are 
they to be further tolerated? Nevertheless, if the principle herein stated 
be expedient for the Government and public service, it is equally expe- 
dient for the advancement of private interest, and for the encouragement 
of legitimate enterprise. We venture to hope that the concession of Parlia- 
ment now granted, under judiciously regulated circumstances, in aid and 
furtherance of its own enactments, by waiving the necessity of applica- 
tiun for Aets and powers from bodics already incorporated, to enable the 
construction of works, the cost of which shall not exceed 100,000/., will 
not be lost sight of in the advancement to maturity of those many im. 
portant works which private enterprise has designed, but which are now, 
as it were, slumbering, or awaiting the realisation of sufficient means to 
encounter the cost and risk of an Act of Parliament, whether opposed or 
not. Were oppositions always to be encountered on public grounds alone, 
they might not much be feared: it is the compact and completely organ- 
ised opposition of private interest that is most to be dreaded ; for every 
one acquainted with parliamentary practice is well aware, notwithstand- 
ing its costliness, that opposition for ¢erms is the opposition which is most 
frequently encountered, Limited liability, of itself, will materially tend 
to facilitate private enterprise; but, associated with a knowledge that-a 
certain amount of relief would be granted, or, rather, the indemnity. of 
corporate bodies (and all parliamentary or chartered companies are cor- 
porativns) from 6o large an item of cost as enlarged powers involve would 
be spared, how much more might be accomplished? The precedent is now 
admitted; henceforward the cost of works, hereafter to be executed, not 
exceeding 100,000/,, under the Corporation of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works, may be performed without the necessity of an Act of Parliament; 
and below this amount the powers of this corporation are unlimited, 








THE JRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM, } 

Serr. 6.—The foilowing is the position of the Iron Trade, There are 
abundant orders on the books for the foreign and home market, and the 
leading houses will not accept fresh orders, unless subjoct to such. price as 
may be decided upon at the preliminary meeting, which will take place 
on the 27th inst. It is expected that 20s. per ton advance will be then 
declared, but until then no declaration will be made, in order to prevent 
any collision with the miners. When the advance is declared the masters 
intend giving the men an increase of wages, and by thus anticipating 
their wants maintain, as far as possible, the good understanding which 
has, on the whole, existed for a considerable tinie past between the propric- 
tors and the men. ‘The dream of 22. advance is still said to be induiged 
in by some of the masters; but knowing as I do that the houses in the 
trade who can and will command the approaching meeting are opposed to 
a greater rise than 20s. per ton, I have no hesitation in saying that will 
be the declared advance, That, however, is the present determination of 
the rulers of the trade, and I do not know any circumstances likely to 
arise to alter it. They cannot expect to have more orders from abroad 
than at present, and certainly the condition of the manufacturers is not 
likely to so far improve as to justify an advance of 2/., if their interest is 
to be at all consulted, Amongst the causes operating so decidedly in our 
favour is the large demand for iron for France, which is now being sup- 
plied from Wales. The large quantity now being sent over relieves the 
pressure here, and removes that competition which has tended more or less 
to keep down our prices, It is a new market, and the general impression 
is that it will be extensive and continuous for the purposes of the war. 
For America the demand is brisk; and Australia is also reported to 
have lattorly contributed some large order sheets. The prospects of the 
trade are, therefore, cheering, and afford hope of increased prosperity for 
masters and men during the winter quarter, unless some untoward event 
shall occur, which we have no reason to anticipate. 

As you are aware, a deputation from the trade waited upon Lord Pal- 
merston a few wecks ago, relative to the effect of the blockade, and to in- 
duce his lordship to relax the prohibition. An answér has been received 
here, I believe, by Mr. Phillip Williams, chairman of the body, informing 
him that the prohibition is extended to rivets, angle iron, boiler plates, 
slicet iron, and strips of iron not exactly defined, and confined to the north 
of Dunkirk. The Government is, no doubt, desirous of affording all pos- 
sible facilities to the ironmasters and merchants for carrying on their 
trade, so far as can be allowed compatible with the interests of the country, 
with reference to the war. 

In the Coal Trade the demand is very great, and judging from the nu- 
merous Government and other contracts for coal which are now daily being 
advertised for, it is evident that it will be no easy matter to keep up the 
required rely with the limited number of good hands which can be ob- 
tained. The men in the neighbourhood of Dudley are at variance with 
the masters, although the latter have done all that appears reasonable for 
them to do under the circumstances. On Saturday evening last a meetin 
of coalmasters was convened at Dudley, by Mr. Smith, agent to Lo 
Ward, for the purpose of considering the demand of the men, Mr. William 
Orme Foster in the chair. The subject having been fully considered, it 
was resolved to give the men an advance of 6d, per day to the colliers, 
and 3d. per day to the stone getters, being half the amount required. To 
this proposal, however, the men have demurred, and they are determined 
not to forego their demand, knowing, no doubt, that the present démand 
will render them irresistible. There can be little doubt the masters will 
have to give way, as an extensive strike would at the present time be de- 
cidedly injurious to the trade generally. The ground of complaint by the 
mien is, that they are not paid the same rate of wages which the thick 
coal colliers at West Bromwich receive, and to which they consider them- 
selves entitled. The hands in the neighbourhood of Wednesbury are 
also dissatisfied, and a ial strike has taken place, attended with some 
disorder, at the works of Messrs. Lloyd. Owing to the almost total absence 
in many parts of the midland districts of Irish reapers and other labourers, 
hands cannot be had in sufficient numbers, and the men are beginning to 
feel they can almost dictate their own terms. If, however, they foolishly 
push their demands boyond propriety, a reaction will set in against them, 
a firm and decided resistance will be made at all risks, and, as usual, we 
know who will have the worst of it. 

In the General Metal Market there is amarked improvement. Copper 
has not advapced, but we are every day threatened with a rise, to the great 
annoyance of both dealers and manufacturers. It is admitted by all en- 
gaged in the trade, that present prices are higher than many  manafac- 
turers can afford to give, and the dealers do not desire an advance. 
It is sought only by a few, and for their immediate benefit. - Best copper 
is reported scarce in the warehouses here, The demand for Tin is now 
very considerable, and likely to advance, Orders from Government, to 
an extent almost incredible, have recently been received here for vessels 
made of tin and zine for the Crimea, Many tons weight of various arti- 
cles are now in course of preparation for the army and navy, and the 
effect has been visible upon the market. Tin-plates, heretofore so ex-. 
cécdingly low in price, are looking up, and with still further prospect of 
advance, as they are becoming scarce. 

With reference to the General Manufacturing Trade of this town, there 





is little to report. . Many branches are exceedingly dull, and others which 
have been depressed are now reviving. a the latter may be nos 
ticed the Chandelier and Candlestick-making Trades, which employ a 
numerous. body of artisans of various sorts, including casters, chasers, 
modellers, &c. . The. hands at the great works of Messrs, Winfield are 
better employed than they were a few weeks ago, and the hands belong- 
ing to Messrs, Messenger are also being actively employed. 

. the Stained Glass Trade there is great activity ; and Messrs. Hard- 
man and Co. are carrying out some beautiful designs from the pencil of 
Mr. Pugin, son of the late celebrated architeet. 


Mr. Samuel Swingler, of Aston, near Birmingham, has during the past 
week specified his patent (through Mr. George Shaw) for improvements 
in the manufacture of certain kinds of spoons, forks, and ladles. Thisin- 


vention relates to such spoons, forks, and ladles as'are made of iron, ‘and 
are coated with tin, or other easily fusible metal, or alloy. The inventor 
prepares the blanks for making ms, forks, and ladles; in the followin, 
manner :—He takes a flat bar of iron, and subjects it to the process cal 
“ cross rolling ;” that is, he passes the bar of iron between rolls, the bar 
being introduced at their ends, and in a Jine parallel with the axes of the 
rolls, The pressure to which the bar is subjected spreads out one end'of 
it into such a form, that the handle of'a spoon, fork, or ladle, may be made 
therefrom; and he then passes thé othér end of the bar of iron between 
the rolls, in the way described, by which means it is expanded or spread 
out into a form suitable for the bowl of a spoon or ladle, or the prongs-of 
a fork, to be made therefrom. That end of the bar of iron from which 
the bowl of a spoon or Tadle, or the ptongs of a fork, is to made, is ex- 
ded or spead out much more than,the end from which the handle is to 
e made. After the “cross rolling,” the inventor subjects the blank to 
‘‘ longitudinal rolling ;” that is, the blank is passed between the rolls in 
a direction crossing their axes, . By this rolling the transition from the 
thick to the thin parts in the blank,is made more gradual than it is left 
by the “‘ cross rolling,” and a smooth, surface is given to the middle’ of the 
blank, which has not been, subjected to the “ cross Felling. During the 
rolling processes, the blank is subjected to the process called “ pickling ;”” 
that is, it is immersed in dilute sulphuric or hydrochloric acid, or such 
other acid as will remove the scale from the surface of the blank. By 
combining the processes of “‘ cross rolling, longitudinal rolling, and pick- 
ling,” a smoother surface is produced on the blank than can be obtained 
by the usual methodiof arinufactare, andthe finished; ns, forks, or 
ladles, after they.are tinned or coated with other metal, have a much. 
better appearance than when manufactured by the wig ‘process: Be- 
tween the rollings the blanks are annealed from time to time, as occasion 
may require. ‘The blanks, peganes as.described, are cut into the form of a, 
spoon, fork, or ladle, the bowls of the spoons or ladles, and the prongs, of 
the forks are raised, and the handles ‘bent, by the ordinary methods,

“Tf it were Russia alone which was aimed at, noone wouldsay @ word, 
but why prevent us sefiding our iron*to:those- who soy | require it for 
themselves? Belgium is open to Russia, and anything she requires she 
ean buy from that country, All the pig-iron, bar-iron, rod-iron, cast- 
metal, iron-wire, anchors, hoops, nails, old iron for re-manufacture, and 
unwrought stecl, amounted in 1851 to 8121 tons, in 1852 to 8033 tons, 
and in 1853 to 9440 tons (last year, of course nothing) : what is this, to 
cause the Privy Council to issue such an order?
